Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: applicant suggested that a number of features overcame the art: 

1 ) the use of silver for the entire contact structure - the examiner noted that this is discussed by Takano as being "old" 
(see col. 1 and 5 therein) 

2) the contact has a surface flush with the blade surface - the examiner noted that fig. 21 of Takano shows this - the 
issue of which surface was flush was discussed, but even clarification in the claim would probably have not overcome a 
rejection based on obviousness of this feature 

3) wire having a smaller diameter - examiner noted that this is either shown or obvious in view of Takano since there is 
no discussion of force fitting the pieces, etc. 

4) references do not show the processing steps - the examiner pointed out that the method steps are not given 
patentable weight in apparatus claims such as this.

Examiners must complete an Interview Summary Form for each interview held where a matter of substance has been discussed dunng me 
interview by checking the appropriate boxes and filling in the blanks. Discussions regarding only procedural matters, directed solely to restriction 
requirements for which interview recordation is otherwise provided for in Section 81 2.01 of the Manual of Patent Examining Procedure, or pointing 
out typographical errors or unreadable script in Office actions or the like, are excluded from the interview recordation procedures below. Where the 
substance of an interview is completely recorded in an Examiners Amendment, no separate Interview Summary Record is required.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance rjf the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

(The identification of arguments need not be lengthy or elaborate. A verbatim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not 
required. The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.)
